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DOMINICAN REPUBLIC - ONLY FRIEND IN CARIBBEAN

International Communism, victorious in 
Cuba, consolidated through force and terror 
by the bloody regime of Fidel Castro, now 
looks towards the Dominican Republic as 
its immediate objective. 


This anti-Communist bulwark in the Carib- 
bean, more than an insurmountable obstacle 
to progressive red infiltration in the Hemi- 
sphere, has become an irritant to the over- 
all hierarchy of the Marxist doctrines by 
virtue of the virile, brave and decided 
attitude adopted before the Americas by 
the great leader of that country, General- 
issimo Rafael Leonidas Trujillo Molina. 

For this reason, now that Cuba has be- 
come the first satellite the Russians have 
in the Americas, the Government of the 
Dominican Republic, and her insuperable 
leader, are the focal point for their attacks; 
allowing them to prove to the rest of the 
Latin American nations that Red activities, 
gradually, though relentlessly, are being 
successfully carried on by the blind slaves 
who obey the orders of their lords and 
masters in Moscow.

the whole of the Caribbean. 


The Dominican Republic, which is assault- 
ing no one, and which only aspires to live 
in peace with other nations, is imperturbably 
withstanding all thése mendacious and in- 
sidious campaigns; it has beaten off, in an 
exemplary manner, several attempts at 
invading its territory; and it will continue, 
inspired by the leadership of its guide and 
mentor, Generalissimo Trujillo, to perform 
fully the historic mission God has given to 
it at this moment of decision for the world. 
Luckily for the nation, the firm hand of 
Generalissimo Trujillo will continue, with 
that energy that characterizes it, to steer 
the ship of state through rough and diffi- 
cult seas in which the audacity and the 
aggressiveness of the Reds contrast most 
clearly with the incomprehensible timidity 
and inexplicable vacillations of the nation 
representing the great antagonistic force.

to hypocritical lamentations by reason of

of those composing the UNO’s Committee . 


on Human Rights, nor even to have produced 
words of warning or mercy on the part of 
shepherds of souls. Nor does the democratic 
press and radio make mention of the mon- 
strous crimes being perpetrated in the 
largest of the islands of the Caribbean.
